NEW BRID 


N interesting piece of engineering, at 
A present in progress, will result in one 
of Ireland’s most important railway 
bridges disappearing, and a new bridge being 
provided in its place, without any dislocation 
of the traffic using the lines. 
Climbing dizzily among the girders and 
struts of the Boyne Bridge, at Drogheda, a 
hundted and twenty feet above the river, 


E OVER RIVER BOYNE. 


occupying little more width than a single 
track, will obviate the necessity for points. 
It is through the abolition of the double 
track, which,is not necessary, owing to the 
fact that for many years past two trains have 
not been allowed on the bridge at the same 
time, that space is available for buiiding the 
new bridge inside the old one. Whereas 
there was a clear width of 24 feet betweer 


the existing bridge. Each end span of the 
viaduct is 141 feet long, and when erected 
will be used as “ back balance ” for enabling 
the still greater central span, 267 feet long, 


‘to be cantilevered out from the piers in order 


to complete the new bridge. 

The new girders rise at their highest point 
38 feet from the floor of the bridge, com- 
pared with the 22 feet, which is the height

Traffic exigencies have already been re- 
sponsible for one example of hustle by the 
railway company’s men at work; for, during 
six hours of one night, the whole length of 
rails running over portion of the bridge—a 
double track, about seven hundred feet long, 
was taken up, a single track put down in its 
lace, and the points and signalling devices 
laid. This, in turn, will ultimately he re- 
placed by ‘‘interlaced lines,” which, while 


the gird@rs of the existing structure, the new 
one will have a width of only 17 feet 6 inches. 
The new bridge, however, is designed to 
permit of doubling the line over it, should 
this ever be necessary. 

Already each span of the new bridge has 
been erected once by the contractors at their 
works at Motherwell, and, after careful check- 
ing and testing, it was dismantled, and the 
sections transported to Drogheda, each 
section clearly marked to guide the engineers 
and erectors in their work of re-assembling. 
At Drogheda the girders are being fitted 
together, and the large centre span erected 
by a system of cantilevering, that being the 
only way in which the structure can be made 
self-supporting during the process of erec- 
tion, instead of throwing its total weight of 
750 tons upon the existing bridge. 

When I visited the bridge, the wooden 
floor, which is to be replaced by a steel 
floor, carrying a road-bed of concrete, 
asphalt, and granite ballast, had been taken 
up at the sides, away from the railway track ; 
ard by means of a large temporary crane, 
travelling the whole length of the existing 
-hridge, the new girders of the end spans 
were boing laid down on the cross girders of 


}of the girders 


of the existing bridge. 
Although the old bridge was amply strong 
for bearing the weight of the traffic using 
it, the new structure is designed for a full 
train hauled by two of the company’s 
heaviest engines passing over it  simul- 
taneously. Reduced to figures, this means 
that the whole bridge has a capacity of 850 
tons moving load, in addition to its own 
weight. 

A few skilled erectors, I was told, have 
been brought by the contractors from Great 
Britain, but between twenty and forty un- 
skilled local men are employed at different 
times on the construction work at the site, 
and on the masonry and concrete work. 

The demolition. of the old Boyne Bridge 
will be of interest to engineers; for, at the 
time of its erection in 1853, it was the first 
of its kind in the world, both in regard to 
design and span. It was the work of the 
eminent engineer, Sir John McNeill, who 
was responsible for a pas deal of civil 
engineering work in Ireland, and was con- 
structed, under his supervision, by Mr. 
James Barton, the Engineer to the Dublin 
and Drogheda Railway Company, and Mr.

Gaelic in Nova Scotia. 


I was interested to learn from a Cana- 
dian, who was in Dublin a short while 
ago, that the Gaelic language is still 
spoken in some parts of Nova Scotia. 
This fertile province of the Dominion of 
Canada was first visited by Cabot in 1497. 
It was partly colonised by the French in 
1604, but the settlers were driven out by 
the colonists of Virginia, who claimed the 
province on account of the visit of Cabot. 
Nova Scotia was afterwards ceded to 
France, but was returned to England by 
the Treaty of Utrecht in 1713. The in- 
habitants of Nova Scotia,, however, derive 
their origin mainly from the large immi- 
gration of colonists which took place in 
1784. These settlers, who preferred 
British rule to the dominion of the United 
States, included many Scottish High- 
landers, and consequently the Gaelic lan- 
guage spread through the province, even 
among the Indians, some of whom are 
still able to converse in fluent Gaelic, 
although they may know no English. 
Until quite recently Church Services were 
held in the old language, but, owing to 
the decline in the number of people who 
speak .it, the practice has been discon- 
tinued. 


The Vanished Noticc. 


A correspondent writes to tell me that 
the ‘‘golden notice,” on which I com- 
mented recently, has not gone into the 
region of forgotten things merely for the 
sake of consistency.

Srr,—I was much interested in the excel- 
lent articles by the Hon. Mrs. Massey on 
Austria and Vienna, in your issues” má the 
17th and 18th instant. Because they are so 
good and authoritative, one point struck me 
as requiring some further explanation— 
namely, hotel prices. What has been said on 
this subject is certainly meant to apply to 
the We luxe type of hotel in Vienna and in 
one or two other places in Austria. The 
prices in hotels of this class do not vary very 
much, wherever one goes. 

On the whole, hotel prices in Austria are 
most reasonable, and it is to a great extent 
the cheapness of hotels that attracts tens of 
thousands of visitors from these isles to 
Austria. As “good hotels ” were especially 
mentioned, I should like to say that inclusive 
terms at first-class hotels, with the exception 
of a very few cases, range from approximately 
12s. a day. Even in fashionable winter 
resorts, where prices usually. tend to be 
higher, it is possible to obtain a room, with 
private bathroom and full board, in a first- 


class hotel from 17s. 6d. a day.—Yours, etc.,

“What are you laughing at? You are 
lauglttng at yourselves.’’ It would have been 
sO had the audience been laughing at all, but 
in actual fact the audience probably saw the 

oint as neatly as the Mayor did. Nicholai 
Gogol’s farcical comedy, ‘‘ The Government 
Inspector,” which was staged for the first 
time in Dublin at the Gate Theatre last night, 
dramatises Russian HE as it was about 
a century ago, and as all humanity remains 
to this day. There is a lavish display of the 
Seven Deadly Sins, and a no less lavish use 
of some of the deadening virtues which furnish 
food for the sins. All the snobbery, cupidity, 
vanity, gluttony arid sloth of a little Russian 
provincial town is ruthlessly exposed; but 
there is also the humility, industry, obedience 
and herd-mind upon which these sins seem 
to flourish in civilised communities. ‘‘ The 
Government Inspector,’ indeed, is such a 
farcical comedy as Lady Gregory might have 
written twenty-five years ago, and is akin to 
the humours designed by George A. Birming- 
ham to foist upon the inoffensive heads of 
officials, like his Higganbothom, who chased 
ay Spanish gold with Thomas O'Flaherty 

at. 

The plot revolves about the mistaken iden- 
tity of a young man who was believed to be 
an Inspector from St, Petersburg, and was, in 
consequence, treated® with all the deference 
usually accorded officials in the best regulated 
countries even now. Some people may believe 
the central idea quite impossible ; but to those 
it may be remarked that there were Koe 
penicks in Germany not so long ago, and it is 
not too much ‘to conceive an cnterprising 
youth having himself mistaken for, and 
treated like, an important official on tour in 
the Ireland oí fifteen or twenty years ago 
when the Congested Districts Board’ was in its 

rime. A Lord Lieutenant on tour, or a Chief 
secretary, received at Jeast as many petitions 
as did Gogol’s Hlestakov in the rural Russia 
of the 1830's, so it might easily be imagined 
that the Russian author wrote of the Ireland 
of, say, 1895. Only the names would be 
different, and the colours and cut of the dresses ; 
the humanity behind these would be the same. 
So in laughing at “The Government In- 
spector’’ we should be not only laughing at 
ourselves, but taking note of something which 
might have happened here but for some happy 
chance.

When the play gets properly going, as it does 
in the third of its five acts, there is in it a 
subtle charm which no later dramatist has 
excelled. '' The Government Inspector,” then, 
is a play to see for itself first, and a play to 
see because it will compel healthy laughter 
at ourselves, It made the Tsar Nicholas laugh 
in 1856, and has kept all the world laughing 
ever since,

Mr. J. Cummins advocated tariffs on every 
article that they could produce themselves. 
They should realise that they were trading 
i the world's market, and that they must 
be in a position to compete with a world’s 
supply. lt was a sad commentary on them 
and un the Department that, after thirty 
eyears, the article they required for that 
market was not being produced. They had 
some of the finest butter made in the world 
produced in County Wexford, and they also 
had some of the worst, which also was being 
sold as Irish butter. The unfortunate thing 
in this connection was that the people who 
were not in need of instruction attended the 
‘ectures, and thoss who badly required it 
would not atiend.

CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, Tuesday. 

T a meeting of the Leitrim Vocational 
A Education Committee which was held 

to-day, the Committee had before it 
the question of the filling of the posts for 
two manual instractors and two domestic 
economy instructresses. No qualified persons 
applied, and in the case of manual instructors 
it was pointed out that sume twenty were in 
training in Limerick, and would not have 
completed their courses until Uctober, while 
in regard to demestic economy instructresses 
it was stated that it might go to Christmas 
before any of them were ready to take up 
posts in the country. 

Mr. John Bohan, national teacher, said that 
the Department had not made provision for 
teachers under tne new Act. Girls were 
going to the Ardagh and Munster schools of 
rural domestic economy, and they should be 
made wunderstaid that the Department did 
not recognise these, and not have fools made 
of themselves. 

Mr. Sheridan, Free State Department's 
Inspector, said that these were schools tor 
temporary training, and Killmacud and 
Killarney were recognised schvols for trasu- 
ing for the post of instructress of domestic 
economy, while there also were other schowis, 
including the Dominican Convent at S#lack- 
rock, Dublin, and in England. 

Canon Masterson, P.P., V.F., said thit 
there was not much opportunity in the Free 
State for bringing out people. 

THE UNIVERSITIES. 

Mr. Sheridan said that niost of the girls 
went to the universities and took out degrees 
in Art and Commerce. Of course, it was 
expensive to secure training in domestic 
economy, as it took three years to qualify. 

Father Flynn, P.P., V.F., Drumkeeran. 
instanced the case of a girl who held high 
degrees, and the Free State Department oí 
Education would not sanction hér appoint. 
ment to a national school as an assistant. and 
the girl was paid less than a junior assistant 
mistress in the month. They would not allow 
out her certificate to teach in a national 
school. 

Canon Masterson said that it was simply 
disgraceful for the Secretary of the Board of 
Education not to recognise a girl of such high 
“qualifications. 

There were thirty applications for the post 
of general teacher, and of these tweuty-six 
forwarded testimonials, and, of the twenty- 
six, the Free State Department of Education 
recommended eleven from whom the Com- 
mittee could select a teacher. The Com- 
mittee did so, and also appointed one to teach 
commercial. subjects.

Another Railway Line 
May Close Down.

3 BA LTINGLASS, Tuesday. 
LARGELY attended’ meeting of 
A farmers, business men and others 
from Tullow, Baltinglass, Dunlavin, 
Grangecon and Rathvilly was held in Bal- 
tinglass Town Hall yesterday. Mr. J. Cun- 
ningham, Dunlavin, presided. 

Mr. H. J. O'Hara, District Superintendent, 
Great Southern Railways, said that the line 
from Sallins to Tullow wes for a considerable 
period working at a loss, and a pes.t’on was 
reached when noth'ng was lett but to close 
down. The railway was in no way to blame 
for this—the fault lay with the farmers and 
traders. They had removed their support of 
the railway. and were having their goods con- 
veyed by other means. 

e effect of closing down would be serious, 
so far as fairs were concerned. Buyers would 
not attend fairs where no rail facilities fer 
conveyance existed. Mr. Floyd, the traffic 
manager, had left no stone unturned to induce 
traders to return to the railways. Promises 
were made to him that this would be done if 
freightage was reduced, but the promises did 
not materialise even when drastic reductions 
had been made. 

FREIGHT RATES. 

Mr. Edward Doyle atiributed the situation 
to the excessive cost of freight cn the railway, 
compared to the cost of conveyance by lorry. 
There was such a dieffrence. he said, that no 
trader could in reason be expected to give 
preference to the railway. The people, with- 
out exception, werd anxious to .tpport the 
railways, but it could not be done in face 
of the existing freights. 

The O’Mahony, T.D., said that if one man 
had to pay 15s. per ton freightage for what 
another got at 10s., how could he compete 
with the latter. Farmers and tracers were 
only too willing to support the railways if 


they get a fair chance. This problem must, in ! 


his opinion, be settled by the State. Railways 
were indispensable for heavy traffic, and it 
was essential for the good of the country that 
thev should be maintained 

Maior Mitchell said that the high wages 
paid by the railway had mrch to do with the 
high cost of conveyance. The railway should 
not take up the attitude of closing down with- 
out first making every effort to meet the 
situation. The public would be at the mercy 
k the lorries if the railway ceased to func- 
ion. 

It was decided to appoint a committee of 
two revresentatives from each centre to con- 
fer with the railway authorities with a view 
of a reduction in the rates. In the meantime 
everything possible will be done by the traders 
to have restored the patronage of the general 
public. : 


PROTEST AGAINST A

A comparison of 
freights and prices is sufficient to demonstrate 
the raison d’éte of the enthusiasm with which 
the Irish Live Stock Association received the 
proposals made by Mr. Morris.”’ 

Figures were exhibited, which showed that 
while freights up to a few months had 
reached over a two hundred per cent. in- 
crease on pre-war rates, prices of live stock, 


even in the peak year 1920, did not soar 
higher than 150 per cent. increase. Prices of 
live stock at this date have fallen to almost 
pre-war level. widle freights are still in the 
neighourhood of a 200 per cent. increase on 
pre-war levels.

In normal times this change would 
have much significance; for the Round 
Table Conference will be resumed next 
month, and Mr. Wedgwood Benn’s senti- 
mental conduct of Indian affairs unques- 
tionably has augmented Mr. Gandhi's 
powers for mischief. For the moment 
even India is a secondary consideration, 
and we are told that Britain’s Indian 
policy remains unchanged ;. but Sir Samuel 
Hoare’s appointment will comfort those 
who remember. his-firm stand for British 
interests at the opening sessions of the 
Conference. The Ministers who will not 
be members of the Cabinet include two 
honoured upholders of the Conservative 
tradition—the Marquess of Londonderry 
and Sir Austen Chamberlain. Member- 
ship of the new Cabinet means a place in 
British history; for on the work of this 
small body of men, with their brief tenure 
of office, hang issues not less momentous 
than those of the Great War, Once more 
the very existence of Britain, and, indeed, 
of the Empire, is at stake. The Cabinet’s 
success or failure will spell national pro- 
gress or national decay. In essence, its 
programme is simple. During the next 
few weeks it must balance the Budget and 
must save more than. £100,000,000 of 
public expenditure by a system of fearless 
and drastic economies. These will include a 
ten per cent. cut in unemployment benefit 
and large reductions of public salaries, 
and certainly will lower the country’s 
standard of living. The sacrifice is 
inevitable, but the Labour movement 
rejects it. “Mr. “Henderson and most of 
his colleagues denounce Messrs. Macdonald 
and Snowden as apostates, and to-day the 
Council of the. Trades Union Congress will 
unmask its batteries. The fight will be 
fierce, but if educated opinion and plain 
British patriotism stand behind the new 
Cabinet, we need not doubt the result. 


Conflict in Spain, 
Within the short space of half a year 
Spain has lived through a succession of 


experiences which, in the slow process of 
evolution, would have occupied a century. 


She has turned from a monarchy to a 
republic ; she virtually has repudiated the 
Church of which she was a most cherished 
daughter, and from the most conservative 
of nations she has become, to outward 
view, a second Russia. It is unfortunate 
for Spain that her republican adventure 
has been beset with a host of complica- 
tions which the adventurers failed to fore- 
see. The great syndicalist- labour union, 
with its programme of civil war and 
rapirie, was in her midst before ever the 
revolution came; but what constitutional 
Republican would have prophesied that 
Don Alfonso’s departure would translate 
the battery of menaces 
into horrid fact? Catalonia, too, 
was always a thorn in the side of 
monarchist Spain, but certainly no one 
anticipated that the Catalans would assert 
more violent war against the Republican 
Cortes than ever they asserted against the 
King. Again, it was an understood thing 
that revolution would relax the Church’s 
centuries-old grip upon the Spanish 
people; but Sefior Zamora and his 
colleagues failed to foresee that their new 
and frankly anti-clerical Constitution 
would arouse slumbering instincts in a 
large and sturdy section of the people, 
who would not permit the tradition of 
their forefathers to go by the board. 
While ‘syndicalist sabotage continues, 
though with diminishing force, to paralyse 
many Spanish areas, the Catalan question 
has been overshadowed temporarily by the 
problem of the Church. The: new Con- 
stitution has aroused fierce protest. Its 
attitude towards divorce and other matters 
on which the Roman Catholic Church

has been’ accustomed to guide Spanish ) 


opinion has gone too far for an innately 
conservative people ; and strained relations 
with the Vatican are not calculated to 
allay the qualms of those citizens who 
have tried to preserve a balance of loyalty 
between Rome and the Republic. Certain 
material considerations have brought the 
time of revolt nearer. The Government's 
decree has gone forth against any attempt 
to alienate Church property, which, under 
the new Constitution, will become property 
of the State; and its demand that the 
Vatican shall récall two leading prelates, 
Cardinal Segura and ‘Monsignor Musica, 
has added fuel to the flame. The Basque

ficant that, despite Senior Lerroux’s pro-

President mightily.. It is unfortunate that 
the Government has been compelled to 
fight so many divergent issues at once; 
for Spain’s real task is to subdue the 
sentiment that would carry her into ‘the 
path of Russia. The religious issue 
ought to have been left until it could 
be surveyed in the calm atmosphere of 
civil order. Thus viewed,. it would have 
been easier of solution; and 
solution, as we believe, would have been 
far less drastic; for only the fever of riot 
and commotion could have blinded any 
sane man’s eyes to the fact that Spain 
never will be a country without religion. 


The Central Blue. 


The. conquest of the air has been 
achieved, and the ever-soaring spirit of 
man now turns to probe .the mysteries 
of outer .space. In an article in 
The Times Dr. Darwin O. Lyon details 
his experiments with rockets designed to 
carry -meteorological instruments to an 
immense height. At the beginning of the 
century very little was known about the 
physical state of the atmosphere above a 
height of five miles. The man of science is 
now more or less conversant with the con- 
ditions which prevail ten miles or so above 
the earth, but. at that point his knowledge 
ends. Dr. Lyon is confident that the 
sounding balloon—hitherto the most valu- 
able agent in atmospheric investigations— 
has reached its limit of usefulness, and 
that the rocket is now the only means by 
which information may be gained about the 
composition of the atmosphere at greater 
heights. The rocket now under construc- 
tion is composed of three sections. When 
one section has burned itself out it will 
drop off, and the head of the rocket—which 
contains the instruments—will continue on 
its. journey without any decrease -in its 
velocity. If the model at present under 
construction escapes the untimely fate of 
its predecessors, it may attain a height of 
fifty miles. As it reaches its highest point, 
the apparatus designed to record the 
density and temperature will make its 
record, and another appliance will take a 
sample of the atmosphere. — The: instru- 
ments will then hurtle towards the earth 
at an extremely rapid speed, .which—if all 
goes we]l—will become a gentle descent so 
soon as the atmosphere begins to offer re- 
sistance to the parachute which sustains 
them.

Rival Ports 

The “ Shipping Week’? which will 
begin at Liverpool on Saturday is de- 
signed to counteract the growing fame of 
Southampton as an ocean port. Since the 
great shipping lines first sent their 
passenger steamers to the Solent, Liver- 
pool has lost something of her prestige ; 
for her docks no longer receive the 
patronage of the. wealthiest) Atlantic 
passengers. Southampton now deals: with 
35 per cent. of the passenger. traffic to and 
from places outside Europe, and Liverpool 
has to be content with 25 per cent. On 


‘the other hand, Liverpool maintains her 


position as the chief exporter of English 
goods, and, in recent years, a very con- 
siderable passenger traffic has been built 
up with ports in Ireland. The develop- 
ment of industry in the South of England 
is a serious menace to Lancashire trades, 
and particularly to merchant shipping, 
but Liverpool refuses to admit defeat, and 
the construction of new docks and ware- 
houses continues. The success of the week 
is scarcely in doubt; for Liverpool has 
gained a reputation for such displays 
since the first of the “ Civic Weeks,” 
which now have been widely adopted, was 
held in the city. A few days ago a large 
shipping company announced that its em- 
ployés must either terminate their engage- 
ments forthwith or agree to a substantial 
cut in salaries; and it was hinted that, 
in addition, there would be a reduction in 
staff. The gesture which Liverpool will 
make next week comes at an appropriate 
moment ; for action must be taken if con- 
fidence in the future of the British men- 
cantile marine is to be “restored.

Great Britain’s Credit.

The General Election. 


When the new Governmen: has achieved 
the purpose for which it is formed a 
general election will be inevitable, and 
there is much speculation concerning the 
approximate date of an appeal to the 
country. Everything depends upon the 
length of time that Parliament will take 
to pass the economy proposals. An 
election before October 15th may be ruled 
out, since, if held before then, it would 
be upom the old electoral register. If held 
immediately after the néw register comes 
iato operation, it would clash with “he 
municipal elections at the beginning of 
Novemher. An election late in November 
or December would be avoided, if possible, 
on account of its interference’ with 
Christmas trade. 


Seven O'Clock Closing. 


The extra shopping hour which will come 
into operation in a few davs in one of the 
big West End stores is the result of a 
voluntary request on the part of the em- 
ployés. Yet, while willing to give up their 
time, they will be compensated for work- 
ing until 7 o'clock, instead of 6 o'clock, by 
receiving an equivalent relief from duty in 
the mornings. This experiment will he 
watched closely by the not too friendly 
eves of the grest body of metropolitan 
shop assistants, “ho fear that they may 
have to work an hour longer—and. per- 
haps, without either time off or extra re- 
muneration for their additional services. 
It will be watched also by the shopkeepers, 
who naturally will not ignore any oppor- 
tunity for further business that may come 
their way. If the turnover at the stores in 
question justifies an extension, 7 o'clock 
closing in both the West End and the 
suburbs may become general. 


Air Mails. 


The complaints made by business men 
about the delays in air mail correspondence 
have ensured a speeding up, and. better 
arrangements are being made for collection 
and for distribution on arrival at the air 
ports. In consequence of representations 
made by Chambers of Commerce, adil- 
tional letter boxes will be erected both in 
London and in the provinces. At present 
only thirteen boxes serve the whole of the 
City and.the West End. As soon as tie 
new receptacles are fixed a better system ol 
clearance will come into operation. Spec!4' 
air mail motor vans, by which the letters 
will be conveyed directly to the air mail 
despatch point at the General Post Office, 
will be used. 


An Ancient Camp. 


Excavations by Mr. E. Nash Williams, 
Keeper of Archeology in the Nationa! 
Museum of Wales, have disclosed an 
ancient British camp in Llanellen W ood, 
between the Roman settlements at Caer 
leon, Monmouthshire, and Caerwent. The 
main camp, elliptical in shape, is 750 feet 
Jong and 400 feet wide, and encloses an 
area of about five and a half acres. A” 
annexe, connected with the main camp by 
a narrow defile, is two and a half acres in 
extent. The camp is enclosed by a series 
of deep ditches, and the date of its con- 
struction is believed to be about 200 B.C.

Let ime tell you briefly what has 
hi happene ‘d.

ountry has been faced with a financial 
emergency. What has been going on is 
that people and, institutions abroad who 
have money in this country have been 
withdrawing it in considerable amounts. 
They had been accustomed to deposit big 
sums in London for short periods, because 
they had complete Eag) kW ce that they 
could always rely on getting their money 
when they wanted it. 


MONEY WITHDRAWALS. 


Recently the confidence of lenders has 
been impaired, ~and they have been with- 
drawing their money. There have been 
various causes for these fears about the 
soundness-of our position. In the first 
place, a world depression in trade has hit 
all countries very hard, including: our- 
Then there was the crisis in Ger- 
many. It was known that we had a lot of 
money in Germany which temporarily 
could not be repaid. 

But, above all, public opinion abroad 
was concerned about our position. They 

w a big deficit in prospect. They said 
that we had been borrowing for current 

‘penditure. They fear that we are living 
vond our means, and that we are no 
nger exporting enough to pay for our 
necessary and very large imports of food 
ud raw material. They are inclined to 
elleve, therefore, in the absence of any 
contrary evidence, that our troubles are 
not only temporary. i 


GHOST STPRIES. 


Then there has been a great deal of pro- 
paganda, which has had an evil effect 
Abroad, even more so than at home. 
['éople who speak in public and use a 
platform the sounds from which are heard 
'| round the world should be very careful 
‘hen expressing party views that they are 
uot damaging national interests. 

In a sentence, foreigners who had been 
in our financial trust have listened to ghost 
stories in a gloomy atmosphere, and have 
become rather nervous. 

It is not true to suggest that foreign 
countries are deliberately trying to harm 
is. Nothing could be further from the 
truth. They know that the consequences 
of financial troubles in this country would 
serious, not only for ourselves, but for 
the whole world. 

It is no good saying that they ought 
not to be anxious. The important point. 
s that they are anxious, and their anxiety 
has faced the Government with a financial 
situation which, like an attack of appendi- 
citis, cannot be trifled with, but must 
have immediate treatment. There is no 
danger whatever if that treatment is 
given, but it must be immediate. It can- 
not be trified with. -It is essential that 
the confidence of the world in our credit 
should be restored, otherwise we shall not 
be able to maintain the value of the pound 
sterling, and the results of that should be 
very carefully considered. 


THE POUND STERLING. 
EFFECTS OF A COLLAPSE. 
First of all, if there were any collapse 

in the pound, we should be defaulting on 

our obligations to the rest of the world, 


and our credit would be gone. This 
would be fatal, since this country, above 
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most. ot all; the workin le of this 
country, will suffer. : i ' 
Further, if the value of the pound were 
to fall suddenly and catastrophi ically, not 
by plan as some ‘people suggest, but with- 
out plan, by the force of economic circum- 
stances without control—should ' that 
happen prices would rise much faster than 
wages and incomes could be adjusted, 
even if adjustment were possible. | 


_ THE BLACK CLOUD. 


Things are happening which, if allowed. 
to go on, will speedily produce a crisis. 
Under these circumstances. it is no use 
discussing theories or banking, Macmillan 
reports, who is to blame; and so on. This 
threatening cloud has to be dispelled, and 
dispelled immediately. 

Action swift, decisive and effective is 
asked for, and that we propose to: give. 
When the danger has been removed we can 
have an assize, and a trial, and a verdict; 

but my colleagues and myself are deter- 
mined that the assize shall not be a 
coroner’s inquest. Everyone from whom we 
have borrowed, or who has placed deposits 
in our keeping, must be assured that the 
Budget will be balanced, and that 
assurance has to be given at once, not 
only as a declaration of intention, but as 
a programme in the essential detail. 


ECONOMIES NECESSARY. 


There was no disagreement in the Labour 
Cabinet that economies of a fairly drastic 
kind would have to be made. None of us 
want economies. I do not want economies 
myself; but, if I cannot. afford an .ex- 
penditure, I have got to make them. We 
certainly do not want economies which 
mean the suspension of programmes of 
work which we believe are for the national 
good, nor a reduction of expenditure which 
we all believe is in the long run sound; 
but, if by reason of shrinkage of national 
income these good works mean such borrow- 
ing as will damage credit, well we must 
cut our coats according to the cloth. 

This, undoubtedly, will entail sacrifices ; 
but I am perfectly certain that, in order 
to put our financial house in order, there 
is no person in the whole community who 
will fail to give what response he can 
according -to his means, provided always 
that he has an assurance that everybody 
is doing” the same.

A year after taking a 
prominent part in the break-up of the 
Coalition Government he became Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer in Mr. Bonar 
Law's Administration, and made his 
historic visit to America to arrange terms 
for the War debt settlement. 

Two years after becoming a Cabinet

His Government left office in 
January of the following year, and came 
back into power in November of the same 
year, and remained in office till June, 1929. 
Mr. Baldwin, who is 64, has sat con- 
tinuously for Bewdley (Worcestershire) 
since 1908. 


MR. PHILIP SNOWDEN. 


Mr. Philip Snowden, who is 67, was 
Chairman of the Independent Labour 
Party in 1903 and 1917. He sat as 
Labour M.P. for Blackburn from 1296 
to 1918, when he was defeated, but won 
Colne Valley for Labour in 1922. and has 
held the seat since. He was Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in Mr. Macdonald’s two 
Cabinets, and became known as ‘‘the Iron 
Chancellor.” 


MR. J. H. THOMAS. 


“Jimmy ” Thomas, as he is known in 
Labour circles, has been the leader of the 
railwaymen of this country for many 
years. Originally a railway worker, he 
became General Secretary of the N.U.R. 
He entered Parliament as member for 
Derby in 1910, and is still member for the 
constituency. 

He was Colonial Secretary in the first 
Labour Government, and Lord Privy Seal, 
and subsequently Secretary for the 
Dominions in the late Government. 


SIR SAMUEL HOARE. 


Sir Samuel Hoare, who is fifty-one, was 
Secretary for Air in 1922 to 1924 and 
November, 1924, to 1929.

CLOSEST SECRECY. 


The closest secrecy is maintained as to 
the steps which are being taken and the 
manner in which the question will be 
resolved.

THE GREAT HALL. 


The entrance to the Great Hall will be 
beautifully finished. A rubber floor has been 
laid out in great panels, with ornamental 
margins and @ centre-piece, consisting of a 
multiraped star, on which are im the 
Arms of the four provinces of Ireland. Seen 
from the dome above, this presents a charm- 
ing spectacle. The ‘railings have been re- 
moved from the front portico, and workmen 
are completing the last ‘piecing of the injured 
stonework, he two crowns which sur- 
mounted the entrance have been remov 
and in their places are carved globes. The 
ornamental work is now undergoing a good 
cleaning up. A new entrance to the court-

ORNAMENTAL GARDENS. 


The two front sourt-yards, although at 
ii ,crowded with old. materials and 
uilders’ plant, are in course of clearance, 
and it is understood that in the near future 
the Board of Works will here give another 
fine display of otnamental gardening, which 
will, no doubt, add much to the beauty of 
the place. 

A tour of inspection brings one to an 
entirely new ‘granite building, which contains 
three courts, with their ces. .This new 
building is entirely faced with County Dublin 
ere, and has a copper roof, done by -a 

ublin contractor. On the site of the four 
old courts new courts have been built, and 
have jury rooms, with retiring rooms 
attached. 


KERRY SANDSTONE. 


The Supreme Court is panelled in figured 
walnut, and the two courts beside it, with 
the four about the dome, are panelled in 
oak. Between the Supreme Court and these 
four courts is a foyer which is lined with 
sandstone from Kerry. An elliptical stair- 
case leads to the first floor, and opposite it is 
a lift. From the foyer two corridors lead 
east to the central office, the Master's 
chamber and the Accountants’ rooms and 
other rooms, and west to the Taxing Masters’ 
and Offcial Assignee’s quarters, while the 
ground floor of the west wing contains a 
new court for the District. Court civil busi- 
ness, which is entered directly from Morgan 
place. 

A corridor leading northwards from the 
foyer brings one by the solicitors’ ante-room 
to the Law Library, and just before the 
Law Library is entered a corridor leads east 
to the quarters of the Incorporated Law 
Society and west to the barristers’ robing 
rooms. 

The east end of the north block contains 
two new courts for Circuit Court civil busi- 
ness. These courts are lined with oak, and 
are separately entered by the public from 
Chancery place. The main corridors and 
halls of the ground floor are paved with 
rubber of varying shades and patterns. They 
are noiseless and easy under foot, and by 
the simple lines of planning which have been 
used a greater access of light and air to the 
rooms has been secured. ! 

It is understood that a public tea room 
will be provided at one end of the north 
block to take the place of the former old 
dining room in the middle of that block. 


FINE PANELLING. 


The premises of the Incorporated Law 
Society contain some fine rooms. The Soli- 
citors’ Hall is panelled and floored in oak, 
and the Council Chamber, with walnut 
panelling, presents fine specimens of the skill 
of the Dublin tradesman. All the main roofs 
have been covered with Irish slates. 

It is hoped that the flood lighting of the 
Four Courts, which was exhibited during 
Civic Week, will be continued and developed. 


HAY WELL SAVED. 


HOW OTHER CROPS LOOK 


bd 


Farmers in all parts of the country have 
seized every opportunity during the dry, 
breezy weather of the past few days to get 
in the hay crop. In the brilliant sunshine of 
yesterday and Monday hay fields everywhere, 
writes a correspondent, presented a scene of 
great activity, and it can now be said that 
95 per cent. of the crop has been well saved. 

In the sticky, wet land stretching from 
Cootehill, Co. Cavan, to Ballybay, Co. 
Monaghan, potatoes are not as good as the 
might be where the land is worked wit 
horses. Where the potatoes are wn in 
ridges the furrows act as drains, and the crop 
is proving fairly satisfactory. In the drier 
areas of the County Cavan, where hand labour 
is employed, potatoes, as well as other crops, 
are looking quite well, and, if the existing 
weather conditions continue, a satisfactory 
yield may be expected. 

In the Cooley peninsula, where potatoes are 
the mainstay of the RW potato tops are 
looking vigorous and healthy where the crop 
has been sprayed. ; 

Oats generally will be a short crop in Cavan, 
Leitrim and Fermanagh, with a plentiful 
weed growth: in notoriously wet istricts. 
Early sown turnips are doing well, but late 
sorts will be satel.

The Yorkshire Oaks was won by Rackety 
Lassie, whom Captain Boyd-Rochfort trains 
for Mr. Viasto. This owner has had horses 
for: some time in Ireland with Mr. More 
O’Ferrall, and it was the Anglo-Irish Blood- 
stock Agency to whom Rackety Lassie was 
knocked down for 4,100 guineas when Lord 
Furness sent the daughter of Solario and 
Rackety Coo to Doncaster. It was a dis- 
criminating purchase, for Captain Boyd- 
Rochfort (as he does with all his well-bred 
fillies) has given her plently of time to de- 
velop, and this was but her second race this 
season. 

She is only at the beginning of what should 
be a bright career, and she showed fine 
stamina to come on and win by a length from 
the favourite, Evening Glory. The latter was 
much fancied, and Gordon Richards en- 
deavoured to make her pull in the weights 
over Pisa telling by going to the front as 
noon as they had settled down. A furlong 
out it looked as if she would he an easy 
winner, but Rackety Lassie worried her out 
of it. The weight was too much for Pisa 
on the dead galloping which the course 
yielded. 

CAME BACK INTO HIS OWN. 

Sir Abe Bailey’s colt, Portlaw, came back 
into his own again when he won the Nun- 
thorpe Stakes by a length and a half from 
Heronslea, on whom odds of 5 to 4 were laid, 
Portlaw seemed to run so sourly in the Gran- 
ville Stakes at Ascot that many people were 
inclined to give him up. Probably that day 
he did not relish being pulled out again after 
taking on Cameronian earlier in the week. 
Anyhow he had no blinkers on to-day, and, 


‘jumping off more quickly than Heronslea, he 


made all the running. Heronslea was catch 
ing the son of Beresford fast at the finish, 
and I do not think Portlaw could have gone 
many yards further without cracking. 

Next we came to a very game performance 
by Hurstwood’s little son, Spenser, who won 
the Prince of Wales's Plate under 9st. 41b., 
and giving 15lb. to the second, the Pictura 
colt, whom he beat by a neck. This was the 
vace which Captain Boyd-Rochfort chose for 
Loanigdale, the half-brother to Racedale, who 
had run so well at Goodwood. The betting 
between him and Spenser was very close, but 
he could only finish fourth, and never im- 
proved much from that position, which he 
occupied throughout the race.

Nebular was the only one who could go 
ahead of Spenser for any time, and she soon 
dropped out, Then Pictura colt put in a 
strong challenge, but Spenser made a magnifi- 
cent response, and pulled out every ounce to 
hold and win by a neck. He has now won
